tranſplant themſelves into ſome Catholic Country ';, where 
they may have their Ears bord through'to the Door Poſt, 
in Token-0f anEverlaſting Servitude'3 and'may folace them- 
klyeswith the full Fruition and Enjoyment « of all the good 
EfieQs:of | Popery and Arbitrary Power 5 which- now they 
have loſt-the-Benicfit of 1 _— 
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Theſe Monſters of Ingratitude,out-do the very Devil him- 

; | ſelf who was always pretty quiet, whilſt he was in Poſ- 
ſcffion 3 and never raged till he was in danger of being e- 
jeted. But our Male-Contents, ſeemto be poſſeſt with a 
New Sort of wiſcontented Devil, never heard of be- 
fore, and are ſuch Renagads*s from Common Senſe, that 
they prefer their being turn'd out of all, rather than ſuch 
a Settlement ( to the ſatisfaction of all reaſonable and good 
Men ) as Er-gland never had the opportunity of before, per- 
haps ſince it was a Nation. 

[Chat ſtiff necked untoward Generation of the Jews, had 
their Myrmwrers indeed amongſt them, as well as we; but 
*twas always when they were brought to ſome Streights : 
and not immediately upon their Deliverance out of them. A 
capricious Giddiheaded Humor (*tis true indeed took them 
once _) of making a Captain, and returning iato Egypt ; 
whilſt they were in the Wilderneſs : But we never read, 
that they were ſuch down-right Blockheads, as to mention 
any ſuch rhing, after they came into the Promiſed Land ; 
tho? they were forced tofight their Way through it. 

We,thanks be toGod, are put into poſſeſſion all that is 
dear to us, both as Men and Chriſtiars 3' upon no harder 
Terms, than to be thankful. And would not any one in his 
Wits that knews our woefal Condition, but ſome few 
Weeks (ſince, think us all mad, that thought much of that. 

. But the Truth of it is, we have'had -a Lucky Age on't, 
nll of late,: for; Knaves -and Fools; and now good Men 
dareto lift up their Heads, the other Sort muſt be forced 
to pull in thetr Horns: which Sort of Diſcrimination 
1s grievous to them, whoſe pretended Loyalty always con- 
fiſted, my wading through thick 'and thin; in Order to keep 
themſelves 1n,a Capacity to-do miſchief. And: now that 
Frade fa1ls, the Poor Men are undone allof ſuddain ; and 
tho* they never knew what a good Conſcience meant, 
1d all their Lives, yet are now troubled with ſuch Qualms, 
as no Man can imagine or believe. A new Oath of Ale- 
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giauce, amongſt the reſt, is that, which every Kitling Cri- 
tic of this Tribe, takes upon him to cenſure, tho? 'I could 
never yet hear of any ſolid Reaſon given againſt it, by 
the greateſt of their Recuſants. Nor can any certainly be 
givenz God and the States of the Realm, having ſo plain- 
ly pointed out unto us, to whom it is due; as by many 
Learned and JudiciousMen, havelately, been ſufficiently de- 
monſtrated in the Point. So that after all, I cannot ſee 
what ſhould hinder the going down of this new Oath ; ef- 
pecially, with a great many of the debauched Sort of theſe 
Murmerators: Unleſs their Throats be ſo furr'd with God 
Dame*s, that no other Oath will ſlip: And yet theſe 
Sort of ſtrange Foplings, as well as others, help to make 
up the number, of theſe Pretenders to a tender Conſcience 
in this Matter z and behave themſelves ſo toward Authori- 
ty, as if they thought their ill behaviour upon that account, 
would make an Attonement with God Almighty, for the 
reſt of their flagicious Crimes. 

I need not here undertake, by any Arguments of mine, 
to juſtify the PublicProceedings, upon the late miraculous 
Revolution , that has been done already by thoſe, who 
were far more able to perform it. But that which fatiſ 
fies me as a private Perſon \ not at all concern'd in Public 
Afﬀairs ) and I think ought to ſatisfy all others in my Sta- 
tion, is this. That everySoul ( according to the Apoſiles 
Rule ) ought to be ſubje# to the Higher Power : for that 
there's no Power but of God. And that the Powers that be, 
are ordained of God, and thereupon whoſoever reſiſteth the 
preſent Power he is under, reſiſleth the Ordinance of God. 

Now conſider, we who are private Perſons, have been 
only SpeQators, throughout the whole Series of Divine Pro- 
vidence, in this great Revolution, We have indeed been 
under terrible Apprehenfions a leng while, of being deſtroy- 
ed, by the deſperate Steerage of that Pilot, who was in- 
truſted with the Government 3 which, when he had Strand- 


ed and run a Ground, Abdicated and then forſook the 
B 3 ſame, 
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ſame, asa Wreck in the Sea. Upon this, there are other 
Pilots, that are defi'd to uſe their Skill and Gare, in weigh. 
ing and poifing up again this ſameforſaken and ſinking Vellel, 
Truly 1 am fatisfy'd ( as to my own Particular ) in ſuch a 
Caſe as this, our Obligation to the firſt Pilot ceaſes of courſe; 
and we may enter into a new Agreement and Obligation 
to the latter, without asking any Queſtion for Conſcience 
Sake. A/rgiance being Naturally due to thoſe that can and 
do proteCt us, and not to him that is out of that Capacity ; 
to ſay nothing which may ſound more harth. 

We as private Perſons, had no Hand either one way or 
other, in ſetting up of the preſent Power, upon the D=clen- 
fion of the former 3 but we find it ſet up coour Hands, 
And being ſet up 1n ſach a Solemn manner, as at preſent 
we feeit is, I think (according to the ſaid Apoſtle's Rule ) 
we ought to be ſubje& to it, for the aforeſaid Reaſons, 
given in the Text: and not by a Deſperate and Dilloyal 
refuſal, render our ſelves Obnoxtous to the Government, 
we liveſo happily under. And upon this Ground ( as the 
- ſame Apoſile farther enlargeth ) I think we mult needs be 
ſubje&, not only for Wrath but even alſo for Conſcience 
Sake. | 

And to be a little farther ſerious in-this Matter, do but 
confider ſtill the deſperate Condition, we were lately in 
( this cannot be denyed, I trow ) and alſothe late ſeeming 
impoſiibility .of our Deliverance, fo that we were ready to 
conclude with David in his Caſe, that he ſhould certainly 
one Day periſh by the Hand of $ay/. I ſay, do but con- 
ſider this Seriouſly, in all its Circumſtances { too many to 
be enumerated ) and we muſt concludethis late Revolution 
in England, to be more immediately the Zord's doing, 
than perhaps 1s to'be parallePd in any Hiſtory, fince the writ- 
ing of the Holy Scriptures. And tho? we be bound in Matters 
of Government, to Perſons and Families, ſo long as their 
Supremacy continues 3 yet God the great Proprietor and 
Lord of all, is not fo: but pulls down one, in Caſes *o 
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Male-Adminiſtration, and then ſets up another : Diſpoſing 
of all the Kingdoms of the World as he pleaſes. An 
when this is done, ſtill I ſay, all Perſons (in a private Ca- 
pacity eſpecially) onght to ſubmit, without heſitation or 
doubt. And truly, all others (be they who they will) 
ought well to conſider, how they- flight ſach apparent 
Providences of God, as have appear'd in this mighty $al- 
vation that he has rais'd up for us 3 leaſt whilſt they ſeem 
to ſtruggle with Men, they fight againſt God. 

But Ple trouble! the Reader with no farther Arguments 
vpon this Topic, but ſhall ſay ſomething, in Reference 
to the Laws 'of our Land (C which, fo far as they 
intrench not upon the Law of God) are the Meaſures of 
our Obedience, and this I hope will tend ſomewhat far- 
ther to every ones SatisfaCtion in this Matter. We have 
now a King and Queen de faFo (and de jure too, I do not 
in the leaſt doubt) and at preſent ſuppoſing it only de 
faFo; if then by the Law of the Land (as my Lord Coke? 
ſays) Treaſon may be Committed againſt a King, that 1s 
only ſo de faFos; then ſure, Allegiance is due of courſe to 
ſach a King : for where no Allegiance is due, no Treaſon 
can be Committed. And if fo, it will conſequently fol- 
low, that no reaſonable or legal Exception can be made 
againſt taking the New Oath of Allegiance, to our pre- 
ſent and truly Gracious King and Queen , whom . God 
long preſerve with Life and Happineſs in that Dignity to 
which by his own Right Hand and Holy Arm, he hath 
advanced them. And let it ever bear part in our Mag- 
nificate, that he hath put down the Mighty from their Seat, 
and hath exalted the Humble and Mzekh, And let the 
Church of England now confeſs and. ſay, that his Merey 
enduyeth for ever. And that the time 15 now come about 
indeed that ſhe hath a King for her Nurſing Father, and a 
Queen for her, Nurſing Mother. And not only Titular, but 


true Defenders of the Faith. 
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[know : we. have-at this. time, ſome, who ſay they' are 
Friends to the Church! of | E»glard Cand [ hope in the main 
are really ſo) who yet by their Imprudent and Undutifil 
Behaviour-towards the Government, take the ready way 
to bring her out of Credit with-it. | But let them (as well 
as-Diſfenters 'from''the Church) beware, leaſt they have 
not falſe Brethren amongſt them, who manage another 1n- 
tereſt than what they intend. Tuts fruqueſque via eſt per a- 
mici fallere nomen. 

It 18 not ſo long fince, but that we may very well re- 
member, what Drudgery we have been put upon ;- under 
the Notion of Service both to Church and State, by a 
Generation of Vipers, that intended to have eaten through 
the Bowels of both z and now have no hopes left them, 
of retriving their loſt Cauſe, but our Diviſions. Conſj- 
der what advantage they have taken of it, ever fince the 
Reformation of the Church of Zxglarnd, from that of 
Rome. And when we have con(idered it, let us behave 
our ſelves as thoſe who believe itz ſo that our Demea- 
nour and Condeſcention, one towards another, in this 
happy Junfure, may utterly for ever fruſtrate the languiſh- 
ing Hopes of the common Enemy to us alt® 

Let us not rip up one anothers failings (there have been 
too many on all fides)but let our Love to one another,cover 
that multitude of Faults, which otherwiſe may go very 
near 'to ſhame us all. -For the Truth is, ſome of us have 
been ſuch overgrown Tories, as if there had gone but a 
pair of Shears, between them and the worſt of Papiſts ; 
And others, hot Enthuſtaſtical Whigs, as bad as either ot 
the former. And tho theſe Devil's Brats, in the time of 
our late Heats and Animoſities, haye been often laid at ho- 
neſt Men's Doors, ' who had no reaſon to own them : 
yet that there have been, and yet are, ſome ſuch amongſt us, 
1s but too true and evident. And tho theſe, poſſibly may 
not lay their Heads together, 1n order to the Management 
of their i}l Deſigns; yet like Sampſor's Foxes, they all car- 
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ry Fire-brands in their Tails: and by their running feveral 
ways, do more miſchief perhaps than if they kept to- 
ether. | 
: And now 1 muſt needs ſay, I know none” but the poor 
Trimmer, that can plead not Guilty to this Indif&ment ; 
tho he has been repreſented, as one of the worſt of Sin- 
ners, and fnarFd at on every fide, whilſt he has been In- 
duſtriouſly endeavouring the good 'of all. + But further, 
I muſt alſo ſay, he was not for all that eafily beaten from 
his Poſt 3 but thought it better to be. always a Trimmer 
than ſometimes a Fanatic, otherwhile a Tory, and at 
laſt a Papiſt : as many others have been, according as their 
Intereſts ſerv'd them. But to ſay no more of him at pre- 
ſent, let it now ſuffice ; that tho he could never reconcile 
himſelf, to that blundering ſort of pretended Loyalty, 
lately in Faſhion; yet that he is now acceptable in the 
true Notions of it, to our preſent King and Queen, meer- 
ly for his Principles ſake, of moderation towards all Men, 
is very evident : And 1n that alone, he can acquieſce and 
be content, without Place or Preferment 3 the main Stake 
being ſecur'd. 

And thus far, my juſt Indignation, againſt the Mur- 
murers of our Times, has carried me 5 which is farther 
than I at firſt intended. But however, give me leave now 
to enlarge a little farther, and mildly to recommend to 
their conſideration over again , the more than ordinary 
Footſteps of Divine Providence, ſo plainly ſeen in God's 
late Merciful Diſpenfations towards us; and which have 
been ſo well ſet forth and expreſſed, in ſome Jate Printed 
Sermons of the moſt Eminent Dtvines of the Church of 
England ;, to which I refer hem. And in particular, let 
that twice Auſpicious 546. day of November, and of the 


Years of 88, not paſs by us, without a due regard, of 


ſomething very remarkable in them, upon taat account. 
Upon the 1/2 5th of November,we were delivered with our 
King, and on the laſt 5th of Novemver we may well fay 
we
